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REMARKS 

Initially, is it noted that this Amendment After Allowance Under 37 C.F.R. § 1 .312 
is in the newly approved revised format of amendments, such that each section begins 
on a separate page of this paper. 

A typographical error in the title of the present application has been corrected by 
the foregoing amendments. More particularly, the "Non-Gelling High Polymer 
Compositions . . of the present invention are, in fact, "Non-Gelling High Molecular 
Weight Polymer Compositions . . .". It is believed that the correction of this error will 
« more accurately disclose, and facilitate classification and searching, of the present 
invention. No new matter is believed to be introduced by the foregoing amendment to 
the title since the feature of "molecular weight of at least 100,000 g/mol" is clearly 
recited in allowed independent Claim 1 and, therefore, persons of ordinary skill in the art 
would readily understand that the adjective "High" in the title relates to the characteristic 
of the molecular weight of the polymer composition of the present invention. 

The changes made by the foregoing amendments are required for accurate 
disclosure and classification of the present invention and no substantial amount of 
additional work or searching will be required as a result of entry of the foregoing 
amendments. It is believed that the changes made by the foregoing amendments do 
not materially alter the scope of the claims and, therefore, that allowed Claims 1-10 
remain patentable and allowable. 

In the foregoing circumstances, entry of the foregoing amendments and issuance 
of a Supplemental Notice of Allowance, acknowledging such entry and allowance of 
Claims 1-10, are hereby respectfully requested.
